/ARKANSAS  §TATIE*§  PROGRESS 


Filled  with  hard  unceasing  iabor  and  a  constant  battle  against  discouragement,  the  story 
of  the  development  of  Arkansas  State  College  is  a  history  that  is  full  of  glamour  and  romance. 
Though  comparatively  young  in  years,  this  institution  has  had  more  than  its  share  of 
trials  since  its  conception  in  1909.  Loyalty  and  belief  in  what  they  were  working  for,  and  what 
they  were  bringing  to  the  people  of  Arkansas,  led  the  founders  and  developers  of  the  school 
to  continue  their  work  in  the  face  of  the  greatest  odds. 

In  1909,  the  Hon.  J.  J.  Bellamy  introduced  Act  100  into  the  legislative  body  of  Arkansas. 
This  Act  provided  that  four  district  Agricultural  Schools  be  established  in  the  state.  On  April 
1,  1909,  the  bill  parsed  the  Legislature,  and  the  way  was  cleared  for  the  founding  of  the  State 
Agricultural  School. 

Early  in  1910,  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  President  V.  C.  Kays,  ambitious  to  get  the  school 
started,  opened  it  for  business  in  rooms  above  the  old  T.  J.  Ellis  Jewelry  Company  in  Jones- 
boro.  In  1911,  the  original  Administration  Building  and  two  dormitories,  Barnhart  and  Lewis 
Halls,  were  completed,  and  the  school  moved  into  its  own  buildings. 

Dr.  Newton  H.  Brown,  the  first  Doctor  of  Philosophy  on  the  faculty,  came  in  1927.  Then, 
in  1929,  came  recognition  from  the  North  Central  Association  of  Arkansas  A.  and  M.  as  a 
two  year  college.  In  1930  the  school  offered  its  first  four  year  courses,  and  in  the  spring  of  1931 
the  first  graduates  completed  their  work. 

The  great  fire  of  1931  seemed  a  tragedy  at  the  time,  but  it  developed  into  a  two  million 
dollar  building  project.  On  January  17,  the  Administration  Building,  which  had  been  in 
use  since  1911,  burned.  To  replace  it,  R.  E.  Lee  Wilson  Hall  was  completed  in  the  fall  of  1932. 
At  the  same  time  two  new  dormitories  were  started,  and  they  were  completed  in  1934. 

The  North  Central  Association  recognized  the  College  an  official  degree  granting  instit- 
ution in  1933.  In  the  spring  of  this  same  year,  the  name  was  changed  to  Arkansas  State  College 
by  a  special  act  of  Legislature.  Members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  at  the  time  the  College  be- 
came a  four  year  institution,  were  R.  Whitaker,  President,  Maurice  Block,  R.  E.  Lee  Wilson,  W 
L.  Banks,  and  Pearle  Davis. 

In  1936,  the  R.  O.  T.  C.  was  added  to  the  College  curriculum.  All  male  students  take  two 
years  of  military  training.  Graduates  of  the  four  year  course  are  awarded  a  commission  of  Second 
Lieutenant  in  the  Reserve  Officers  Corps. 

The  year  1938  saw  the  completion  of  two  new  buildings,  making  the  total  value  of  the 
physical  plant  of  Arkansas  State  College  amount  to  $1,700,000.  The  completion  of  the  new 
Military  and  Science  buildings  in  1940  brought  that  total  up  to  $2,000,000. 

Governor  Bailey  in  1939  appointed  Judge  J.  C.  Johnson,  West  Memphis  civic  leader,  and 
Will  Mack,  Jonesboro  theater  man,  to  serve  on  the  Board  of  Trustees  in  place  of  Mr;  Wilson 
and  Mr.  Whitaker  who  had  passed  on  to  their  Eternal  Reward. 

In  the  hands  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  College  rests  the  huge  responsibility  for 
the  general  welfare  of  the  faculty,  students,  and  the  physical  plant.  Each  of  the 
Board  Members  is  chosen  by  the  Governor  ot  the  State  of  Arkansas,  and  each  is  active  in  the 
behalf  of  education.  To  them,  President  V.  C.  Kays,  and  Senators  Thaddeus  H.  Caraway  and 
Hattie  W.  Caraway  must  go  the  credit  for  the  growth  of  Arkansas  State  College.

In  school  this  year  we  have  furnished  members  for  practically  every  organization  on  the 
campus  and  have  representatives  on  all  of  the  major  athletic  teams.  During  the  Commence- 
ment Week  actviities  we  shall  entertain  the  Seniors  with  the  greatest  social  event  of  the 
year — the  Junior-Senior  Prom.  This  year  the  Homecoming  Queen  was  from  our  class.  She 
was  Mildred  Hout  who  was  chosen  by  the  football  team  to  reign  over  the  Homecoming 
game.

TIME:  September  10,  1936 
Arkansas  State  College's  new  R.  O.  T.  C.  regiment  has  just  finished  a  week  of  classroom 
work,  and  two  outdoor  drills.  Only  last  year  was  State  given  the  army  unit,  and  nearly  200  boys 
have  enrolled  to  date. 

Major  W.  E.  Corkill  is  Professor  of  Military  Science  and  Tactics,  and  his  assistans  are  Cap- 
tain Boniface  Campbell  and  Captain  John  L.  Lewis.  The  former  two  were  army  officers  dur- 
ing the  World  War,  while  Captain  Lewis  graduated  from  West  Point  in  the  class  of  1926. 

According  to  regulations,  each  freshman  and  sophomore  is  required  to  take  the  basic 
course,  the  last  two  years  are  on  a  selective  basis.  Only  a  few  students  will  be  honored  by 
this  selection  for  advanced  training  and  still  fewer  will  become  Reserve  Officers  in  the  U.  S. 
Army. 

SCENE:   Military  Sciene  Hall 
TIME:  April  15,  1940 

In  less  than  one  month  the  first  regular  four-year  R.  O.  T.  C.  students  will  receive  their 
degree  and  their  commission  in  the  Reserve  Association.  Although  a  few  of  the  students, 
who  were  sophomores  in  1936,  were  allowed  to  finish  the  course  in  three  years,  this  year  will 
mark  the  first  regular  graduates. 

"Much  water  has  run  under  the  bridge"  in  the  past  four  years.  Major  Corkill  is  still  head 
of  the  Regiment.  Captain  Lewis,  also,  is  still  at  State,  but  Captain  Campbell  was  promoted  to 
a  Major  and  sent  to  the  War  College  in  Washington,  D.  C.  To  replace  him,  Captain  F.  J. 
Achatz  was  sent  to  State,  and  has  been  hers  for  the  past  two  years. 

During  the  past  year  work  has  been  cente/ed  at  State  on  the  new  Science  Building  and 
adjoining  Military  Science  Hall.  Both  buildings  were  built  at  a  cost  exceeding  $200,000.  All  mil- 
itary science  classes  are  now  conducted  here.  During  the  first  year  the  Administration 
Building  was  used,  and  for  the  two  intermediate  years  classes  were  conducted  in  the  old  Ar- 
mory building. 

For  three  consecutive  years  the  regiment  has  been  given  a  rating  of  "Excellent".  As  rat- 
ings are  usually  given  late  in  the  year,  we  can  only  predict  a  fourth  consecutive  "Excellent" 
as  we  go  to  press. 

Of  the  15  R.  O.  T.  C.  students  that  will  graduate  this  year,  10  are  expected  to  receive 
their  commissions  as  2nd  Lieutenant  in  the  Reserve  Corps.  Four  are  candidates  for  the 
Honor  Graduate  Award,  having  been  chosen  by  the  Army  Selection  Board  earlier  in  the 
semester.

"Let's  have  a  fraternity."  Those  were  the  final  words  spoken  at  a  meeting  of  five  young 
men  at  Danner  Hall  one  cold  winter  night  late  in  1934.  That  informal  meeting  resulted  in  the 
founding  of  Arkansas  State's  pioneer  fraternity,  Eelta  Omega  Sigma,  on  January  25,  1935. 

It  was  the  task  of  Charles  Light  to  draw  up  the  Fraternity's  constitution.  Light,  the  son  of 
a  jurist,  proved  indispensable  in  his  knowledge  of  the  technicalities  and  phrasing  of  a  well 
drafted  constitution.  It  was  this  same  constitution  that  was  accepted  by  President  V.  C.  Kays 
end  the  Board   of  Trustees,   and   which  still  governs  the  organization. 

The  first  election  of  officers  found  the  Fraternity's  enrollment  had  swelled  to  almost 
twenty  men — with  Harry  French,  Robert  N.  Vaughn,  J.  Wm.  McElvain,  Jim  Penix,  Bobby 
Surridge,  Cwen  Elkins,  William  N.  Faulkner  as  active  members. 

Since  that  year,  this  organization  has  grown  to  what  it  stands  for  today.  Under  its  many 
capable  president — Charles  Light,  Paul  Chambers,  Eddie  Heath,  Lloyd  Hancock,  and  James 
Ramsey — this  organization  sponsored  by  C.  E.  JtCcMeans,  has  always  done  its  part  in  promot- 
ing the  activities  which  make  for  the  better  scholastic  and  social  surroundings  on  the  cam- 
pus. 

During  the  past  four  years  Delta  Omega  Sigma  has  sponsored  dances  with  the  profit 
being  used  to  help  in  the  Annual  drive.  For  the  past  three  years  the  Fraternity  has  held  a 
formal  dance.  Ever  since  ts  founding,  the  organization  has  given  smokers  and  other  entertain- 
ments to  encourage  students  to  attend  State  College. 

For  the  past  few  years,  the  fraternity  has  set  aside  a  scholastic  fund,  to  be  increased  each 
year,  through  which  some  student  may  borrow  sufficient  funds  to  help  him  continue  his  edu- 
cation.

Aikansas  State  College  is  the  home  of  Beta  Chapter  of  Pi  Gamma  Mu,  national  social  science 
honor  society. 

The  national  society  was  organized  for  the  purpose  of  sending  out  from  the  colleges  and 
universities,  young  men  and  women  imbued  with  social  idealism,  trained  in  socal  thought, 
and  encouraged  to  help  others  think  straightly  on  all  social  questions.  Its  motto  is  the  fam- 
liar  epigram,  "Ye  shall  know  the  truth,  and  the  truth  shall  make  you  free."  Pi  Gamma  Mu  has 
many  individual  members  who  have  lived  up  to  that  motto  in  a  large  measure,  among  them 
being  Dr.  Edward  A.  Ross,  head  of  the  Sociology  Department  of  the  University  of  Wisconsin,  and 
the  lamous  explorer,  Admiral  Richard  E.  Byrd. 

This  honor  society  differs  from  other  honorary  societies  in  having  an  active  program  for  the 
society  as  a  whole  as  well  as  for  the  local  chapters.

Only  a  few  weeks  after  the  installation  of  the  R.  O.  T.  C.  regiment  at  Arkansas  State 
College,  the  boys  in  the  unit  began  talking  about  forming  an  Officers  Club,  and  then  after 
a  year  or  so  thinking  it  might  be  possible  to  "go  national."

BOYS  INTRAMURALS 


Realization  of  the  need  for  a  program  to  develop  student  in  exercise  and  recreation,  led 
Athletic  Director  H.  B.  Schwartz  to  draw  up  a  system  of  intramural  sports  for  the  students 
of  Arkansas  State.  At  the  present  time  the  school  has  one  of  the  best  intramural  setups 
in  the  South.  It  takes  in  all  athletics  for  both  boys  and  girls.  Since  1936-37  the  girls  and  boys 
athletics  have  come  under  different  heads. 

Any  boy  is  eligible  for  intramurals  if  he  is  a  member  of  the  student  body  in  good  standing; 
however  no  member  of  a  varsity  team  is  eligible  for  intramurals  in  that  particular  sport  in 
which  he  is  a  varsity  member. 

The  giving  of  letters  is  based  on  a  point  system.  All  members  of  a  championship  team 
are  awarded  100  points,  second  place  receives  75  points,  third  50.  fourth  35,  fifth  25,  sixth  15, 
seventh  10,  and  eighth  place  wins  5  point.  After  all  tournaments  and  leagues  have  finished  their 
play,  all  of  the  points  are  compiled.  Those  with  500  points  or  better  are  awarded  a  four-inch 
letter.  Each  year  trophies  are  awarded  to  the  girl  and  boy  who  win  the  most  points. 

In  the  Inter-Freshman  Tennis  tournament,  Buddy  Jim  McCall  proved  to  be  the  strongest 
and  won  by  defeating  George  Kell  in  the  finals.  The  All-Campus  tournament  went  to  speedy 
Charles  Powell,  Johnny  Tibbels  and  George  Kell  teaming  up  to  come  through  as  the  doubles 
winners. 

The  Swimming  and  Diving  meet  saw  two  fine  aquatic  stars,  George  Hill  and  J.  B.  Hus- 
band, tie  for  the  first  spot  in  point  gathering. 

Touch  Football  took  the  interest  of  the  boys  next.  In  this  hard  tournament,  Delta  Omega 
Sigma  Fraternity  won  by  defeating  Zeta  Tau  Zeta  7-0  and  Kappa  Sigma  Nu  6-0.  Winning 
players  were  Homei  Branan,  Edwin  Garrison,  Ed  Worsley,  James  Ramsey,  Hugh  Jamison, 
Roscoe  Chitwood,  Billy  Cureton,  Ivor  Morrison,  Carl  Harris,  George  Booker,  Jimmy  Garner,  Ber- 
nard Graham,  and  Paul  Hoffman.
